REPORT oF vie E-PRESIDENT, BuAKD UF FORKIGN MISSIONS. 


Dear Bueruren: The opportunity of obeying Christ by giving the 


gospel to the heathen were never 80 geeat as now. All the doors are open, 
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5,000 miles of new railway ia heathen lands, and 20,000 miles of newly ex- 
plored waterway all set with populvus cities, some of them with 1,000,000 in 
habitants each, await the gospel. Now life is safe and travel cheap, Six 
per cent. of the moneys given to missions now pays the way of Missionaries 
to and trom the field, The success of mission is also everywhere good — 
twice as yood as in the home field—and sometimes astonishingly great. 
Thus among the Teloxoos, in 46 years 26,0.0 converts have been made, 
hewn out of the rock, and gathered into Baptist churches, mostly selt- 
supporting. -The vast multitudes cf the heathens also appeal to us, Now 
500,000,0U0 souls h ve buta very little gospel light. while 75,000,000 have 
noneacull, Of these last 26,000 000 dic every year, and in 80 years they 
will sll bave gone to the judgment, 

Stirred by these facts baptistsin other parts and other denominations are 
making great efforts to obey Christ’s command to give these souls the gos 
pel. They raised last year nearly $10,000,000 for missions, have now 8,700 
men and 2,500 women missionaries and 860,000 conv: rts frem heathenism, of 
whom 60,000 were baptized last year, 

VuR Own Missron—Our own board increased the number of its Mis- 
sionaries last year from 21 to 29 men and from 26 to 80 women. W. J. 
David and wife in Africa, J. H. Eager tn [taly, and E, Z. Simmons in Chi- 
na, went from our own State Our Chinese missions have suffered a loss of 
nearly 100 members during the past two years; this has arisen probably from 
the war between China and France. In other missions our gain in members 
has been large thus in Mexico it rose from 190 to 270 last year, in Brazil 
from 118 to 140 in Italy from 250 to 288; total baptized 169 membership 
1370. Our contrabu tions to missions have also increased from $71 000 in 
1885 to $78,000 in 1886. Alabama, Tetnessee, North Carvlina and Texas in- 
creased their gifts to misss ns last year from one to two thousand dollars 
each, Mississippi increased her's about $500, But this increase does not near 
meet the necessities of the work, and unless much more is raised this year, the 
work will be greatly embarrassed . 

More Lanoners Wanrep—Besides the 12 new Missionaries sent out 
last year, many more are wanted this year. Bro, Powell wants men for 5 
cities in Mexico of 50,000 inhabitants each, Bro. Taylor in Brazil wants 
men for Minas Geraes and Perrambuco, Bros Eubank, in Africa want® 
men, Bro. Yaves wants many men for the great cities of the interior of Chi- 
nx, while Japan with 36,00000)|people is begging for Missionaries and 
teachers from civilized lands.. The need of Christian workers among the 
heathens is now exceedingly great, and 40,000 men would rot be \oo many.
